What It May Mean 


Rudely awakening; tin* Tinted States from a dream of peaee- 
ful adjustment of Mex ican difficulties, came the news Tuesday ! 
night that American blood had been shed. 
The averting of that calamitous development, which Pres 
iilent Wilson and the great majority of tin* people have been 
anx iously fearing, seemed no longer possible. 
The United States had demanded, to close the incident at 
Tampico, only that form of atonement which is universally 
recognized, the salute of the flag of an offended nation. 
President Wilson is most adverse* to plunging the nation 
into war, but the American Hag must stand for American honor, 
for American protection and power, 110 matter what the cost. 
If the present procedure of the administration, that of re­ 
prisal, has the effect of sooner or later, bringing the Mex icans 
to the point of saluting the flag in atonement for tin* indigni­ 
ties heaped upon this government, the gratitude of both na­ 
tions will be due to the President and his policy . 
But American rights, American interests, American eiti 
y enship must be protected, even at the terrible toll of war. 
The Uniied States is not looking for aggrandizement, hut 
if the acts of reprisal, made imperative by the impudence of 
Huerta’s refusal to meet a nation’s just demands, and the in- day night and probably Saturday 
humanity of his government cannot be compelled in any other <<K>lor Satur‘,ay > fr‘Hh southeast to 
wav, for the second time the United States might Is* forced to 
engage in war with Mex ico. 
The arrival of Badg er’s squadron, the seizing of the eas­ 
tern house by marines and blue-jaekots, the shelling of Mex i­ 
cans out of their position, the subsequent acts of antagonism 
can be construed in no other way . 
To the civilized world, with its knowledge of what war 
with a semi-barbaric nation would mean, the possibilities of 
such a war is absolutely sickening. 
A country of half Indians, not far removed from savagery , 
the horrors of half civilized warfare would be added to fatali­ 
ties and manifold miseries. The Mex icans are reckless fighters, 
although lacking military tactics, generalship and sy stematic 
methods of warfare*. 
There would be little hope that a march from Vera Uruz or 
the Rio Grande to the city of Mex ico would not be* mafked hv 
a trail of blood. 
To eng ag e in war with Mex iee) might prove 
a 
task °1 i f 
months, possibly of y ears, of great ex penditure*, even vast loss! J 
of life*; or it mig ht mean speedy victory , g iving little* o p p o r-|l 
tunity for glory , but welcome indeed to the pence loving spirit j 
of the American people. 
It is in tin* hope that tin* present acts of reprisal will not 
lead to the horrors of war that, while the United States govern 
meat holds the custom house* at Vera Cruz, the same* govern 
merit issues a proclamation that the city authorities are to eon 
tinue manag ing the citv government.
